CLAIMS 
Summary 

Claim 1 is the independent claim under consideration in this Office Action. 
Claims 2-1 1 are the dependent claims under consideration in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Boser (4,714,038). 

Boser teaches an apparatus for sewing a slide fastener onto a cloth pieces. The 
slide fastener 15 is fed continuously from a roll feeder above the sewing machine 10 
(figure 1) onto at least one cloth piece 12 and 13 (figure 6, for example). The cloth 
pieces are fed toward the sewing needles and so is the zipper chain and the zipper is 
sewn onto the pieces as they pass the needles 9. Boser teaches a plurality of sensors 
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for detecting, measuring and cx)ntrolling the timing of the flow of the materials through 
the sewing area (column 3, lines54-68). The sewn pieces are then fed to a product 
puller 101 and draped onto a further table 10 placed below the sewing machine. As the 
product accumulates, the stacker is moved further and further down until the product is 
removed and the stacker returns to its ready position. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 
Claims 2,3 and 8-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in Independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

PERTINENT CITA TIONS 
The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Boser '635, Ishikawa et al., and Miyakawa et al. illustrate 
methods and apparatus for feeding and sewing zipper tape to cloth materials.
